The  Power  Of  Aroused 


Conscience,  Effort 

Early  in  December  the  Associ¬ 
ated  Rress  carried  the  following 
story  concerning  sale  of  liquor  on 
military  property. 

“An  order  putting  all  military 
officers'  clubs  ami  messes  on  gov¬ 
ernment  property  out  of  the  hot- 
tied  liquor  business  was  issued 
by  the  defense  department  yester¬ 
day. 

“Deputy  Defense  Secretary  Ro¬ 
ger  Kyes  signet!  a  directive  which 
will  end  a  privilege  exercised  by 
the  navy  for  many  years  ami  by 
the  army  amt  air  force  since  !>e- 
cember  1.” 

A  story  giving  fuller  details  ap¬ 
pears  on  another  page. 

Playing  a  major  role  in  the 
achievement  of  this  goal  was  Dr. 
Duke  K.  McCall,  President  of  the 
Southern  Bfiptist  Theological 
Seminary  ami  l*resident  of  the 
National  Temperance  league.

Wouldn’t 
we  do  well  lo  capture  the  talents 
of  these  young  men  in  their  late 
Twenties  and  ill  their  Thirties?

There  are  many  ways  to  ob¬ 
serve  it.  We  can  pray  for  it.  we 
can  talk  about  it.  and  we  can  take 
an  offering  for  the  carrying  on 
of  the  work  of  the  Alliance. 


Here  is  the  simple  truth.  The 
temperance  leaders  of  America 
became  vocal  against  these  vices 
and  the  government  retreated. 
However,  we  must  hot  feel  too 
good.  Not  only  did  we  protest, 
but  the  retail  liquor  dealers  pro¬ 
tested  vigorously.

Young  Folk  Capable 

Editor  John  J.  Hurt  of  Christian 
Index.  Georgia’s  Baptist  paper, 
says  in  a  recent  editorial  that  it  is 
no  credit  to  our  Baptist  churches 
that  gray  or  bald  heads  are  almost 
a  requisite  for  positions  of  leader¬ 
ship  and  more  particidarly  for  a 
seat  with  the  deacons. 

According  to  Editor  Hurt,  too 
much  good  maiqiower  and  brain- 
power  Is  being  lost  in  the  average 
Baptist  church  by  failure  to  use 
younger  men.  If  we  doubt  this,  he 
suggests  that  we  check  the  age 
limit  in  our  churches  for  places  of 
leadership,  or  check  how  many  are 
below  the  age  of  40  and  if  any  are 
below  the  age  of  30. 

He  also  says  that  the  failure  of 
the  churches  is  also  the  failure  of 
the  denomination.  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  have  a  half  dozen  or  more 
young  people  who  can  fill  city 
auditoriums  for  youth  revivals,  yet 
they  don’t  get  an  invitation  to  a 
convention  program-  except  for 
YoutfT  Night  when  their  elders 
have  gone  home.  He,  and  we 
agree  with  him.  cannot  recall  ever 
seeing  one  of  their  names  on  a 
State  Convention  program. 

He  also  emphasized  the  fact  that 
business  does  not  scorn  these 
younger  |>eople.  It  picks  a  man 
on  the  basis  of  his  ability.  Men 
of  outstanding  ability  need  dem¬ 
onstrate  for  only  a  few  years  be-

-{Christ,  he  finds  in  God.  “He  that 
hath  seen  me  hath  seen  the  Fa¬ 
ther.” 

Both  the  Old  and  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment  emphasize  his  holiness.  To 
j  M Oc-»s  he  said.  “I  the  Lord  your 
God.  am  holy.”  Isaiah  visualized 
his  holiness;  and  Jesus  addressed 
him  as  "Holy  Father."  This  de¬ 
notes  his  separation,  his  purity, 
and  his  infinite  moral  worth  Many 
-of  the  other  doctrines  of  the  Bible 
are  predicated  upon  this  one  For 
I  instance  if  God  were  not  holy,  sin 
would  not  be  sinful,  and  man  would 
not  need  a  Saviour.  But  neither 
could  God  be  God.  Likewise,  his 
j  righteousness  is  grounded  m  his 
holiness.  He  is  righteous  in  his 
judgment  and  righteous  in  his  bles¬ 
sing  He  is  truthful  because  he  is  the 
Truth — the  ground  and  source  of 
it.  Again,  he  is  good— infinitely  so. 
Jesus  said,  "There  is  none  good, 
but  God.” 

But  the  characteristic  we  like 
most  to  emphasize  is  his  Love.  He 
is  I>ove.  That  is  not  to  deny  that 
he  is  a  God  of  wrath.  All  his 
dealings  with  us  are  actuated  by 
love — even  his  punishments;  “for 
whom  the  Lord  loveth,  he  chas- 
teneth.”  Even  in  wrath,  he  re¬ 
members  mercy.  And  mercy  char¬ 
acterized.  the  dealings  of  Christ 
with  those  who  would  hear,  no 
j  matter  how  deep  their  sin.

In  the  first  place,  the  ediotrs  of 
our  state  papers  are  anxious  to  get 
news  from  the  schools.  But  it 
should  also  be  kept  in  mind  that 
the  editor  of  the  state  paper  has 
many  responsibilities.  He  must  be 
responsible  for  the  entire  state 
mission  program.  He  must  cull 
and  make  decisions  on  news  from 
many  hundreds  of  churches.  He 
must  give  attention  to  his  edi¬ 
torials  Therefore,  there  are  cer¬ 
tain  things  which  he  has  a  right

group  which  can  take  or  leave  ouri 
Christian  literature  But  we  like 
to  think  that  the  majority  of  Bap¬ 
tists  would  be  lost  without  publi¬ 
cations  to  help  them  in  the  king¬ 
dom’s  work. 

How  would  pastors  keep  up  with 
pastoral  changes  without  the  state 
paper  to  keep  them  posted  each 
week?  Training  Union  and  WMU 
programs  would  have  to  be  pulled 
out  of  thin  air  without  the  pro¬ 
gram  help.  Sunday  school  teach¬ 
ers  would  have  to  dig  deeply  to 
get  up  a  good  lesson  without  the 
-assistance  al  our  good  quarterlies 
— and  pupils  would  be  at  an  even 
greater  disadvantage.
